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THEREVIVAL AT PENTECOST 


"A SPECIMEN DAY," SAID D. L. MOODY: A MODEL REVIVAL 
TO BE OFTEN REPEATED IN ITS ESSENTIALS, AND WHY.

There have been many great revivals thrugh the cen- 
turies since Christ ascended to Heaven, and many before that 
time. Bible Christianity is a religion of revivals. We use the 
term in the simple and well-known sense. A revival involves 
the turning of God’s people back toward: God; it involves the 
out-pouring of God’s power, and manifestations of His pres- 
ence, with spiritual blessings on His people. But always a 
true revival prepares God’s people to do what they are uni- 
formly commanded to do in carrying the gospel with the 
power of the Holy Spirit to lost souls. So a true revival al- 
ways results in an ingathering of lost souls. The salvation 
of sinners so inevitably results when God’ people become 
revived that people everywhere have rightly come to regard 
a revival as a great time of evangelism when sinners are.con- 
victed, repent of their sins and trust Christ for salvation.

The Bible is a book of revivals | 


and it is the very best place to 
learn how to have them. There are 
many precious accounts of great 
revivals in both the Old and New 
Testaments. I Kings 18 tells of a 
great revival in Samaria under the 
prayers, preaching and leadership 
of Elijah. II Chronicles tells of 
great revivals under Kings Asa, 
Jehoshaphat, Hezekiah and Josiah, 
in Judah, Jonah saw a stupendous 
revival at Ninevah. Ezra describes 
a marvelous revival in Jerusalem 
after the captivity. John the Bap- 
tist by the River Jordan had a 
mighty revival when thousands of 
people repented openly, confessed 


‘and forsook their sins and were 


baptized in Jordan. Christ, too, in 
tours through Palestine witnessed 
great revivals in various communi- 
ties. The little town of Sychar in 
Samaria had a revival with many 
saved in two days, as recorded in 
John, chapter 4. At Pentecost and 
following Pentecost the apostles 
and other Christians witnessed a 
marvelous revival with thousands 
saved and wonderful manifestations 
of God’s power. Deacon Philip, the 
evangelist, had a blessed revival in 
Samaria, as told in the eighth chap- 
ter of Acts. Paul and Barnabas, 
and Paul and Silas had great re- 
vivals in various cities during their 
missionary tours..The Bible is a 
book of revivals. Any so-called Bi- 
ble Christianity without revivals is 
a misnomer. 


The great commission is a com- 
mand for revivals. 


Psa@im 126:5, 6 says, “They that 
sow in tears shall reap in joy. He 
that goeth forth and weepeth, bear- 
ing precious seed, shall doubtless 
come again with rejoicing, bring- 
ing his sheaves with him.” That 
is instructions for the individual 
setting out to have a revival with- 
in his sphere. II Chronicles 7:14 


gays, “If my people, which are 


called by my name, shall humble 
themselves, and pray and seek my 
face, and turn from their wicked 
ways; then will I hear from heav- 
en, and will forgive their sin, and 
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will heal their land.” That is God’s 
recipe for revival among growps 
of God’s people. 

But of all the great revivals de- 
scribed in the Bible, that at Pente- 
cost is the most thrilling. When I 
was a fourteen-year-old boy, soon 
after I was saved, I discovered the 
fascinating account of the Pente- 
costal revival as told in Acts, chap- 
ter 2, and read it again and again 
and again. Oh, the marvel of God's 
power freely given to His people! 
Oh the witness and testimony in 
the fulness.of the Holy Spirit! Oh, 
the: rejoicing of three thousand 
saved in one day! God forgive us, 
we are calloused Christians, we 
have lost our first love, if we can- 
not be moved by the marvelous ac- 
count of that revival.

I shall never forget meeting 


Charles Coates the first time. 


A Christian friend (who was in contact by mail, and who was | 


praying for him to be saved) 


Prison and try to lead him to Christ. I was returning from 
Savannah, Georgia, and came by the prison to see if I could 
help him. I shall never forget this meeting. I tried to talk to 
him in a sympathetic way about his soul, but found him as 
hard as nails, and seemingly unconcerned about his danger- 
ous condition, approaching horrible death in the electric 
chair. He seemed not to know that his soul was lost and that 
he would soon be in Hell. I quickly changed my method of 
approach, and in strong language began to warn him of his 


dangerous condition. I said to him, “Old fellow, you are soon 
to die in that terrible chair out-o— 


asked us to go to the Tatnall 


side your cell door, but YOU will 
not die; your SOUL will be burn- 
ing in Hell while your body is 
burning in the chair.’”’ I then turned 
to the 16th chapter of Luke and 
read him the solemn story of the 
unsaved man who died, was’ im- 
mediately in Hell, and was lifting 
up his eyes, being in torment. Mr. 
Coates’ attitude immediately 
changed and he became quiet, lis- 
tening to what I had to say. I 
pleaded earnestly but strongly with 
him, to give his soul a chance to 
escape. the flames of. Hell:.When 
I‘ had finished, he asked me where 
these passages were found, and I 
jotted them down on a piece of 
paper for him to read. He did not 
accept Christ just then, but he be- 
gan to dig into his Bible to find 
out where he was going after 
death. Many other friends prayed 
for him and talked with him and 
wrote to him, but it was alone that 
he finally met Jesus, by reading 
the Word of God in his death cell. 

Seeing him on another occasion, 
I congratulated him upon his con- 
version and felt sure that he was 
saved. 3 


We corresponded frequently, and 


I finally received his last letter, in- 
viting me to ‘‘walk the last mile’ 
with him. I replied that I would be 
glad to be with him and would try 
to do so, even though I was en- 
gaged in a revival meeting in Do- 
than, Alabama. When I asked 
prayer for him over the radio, 
many friends called me by ’phone 
and urged me not to go, feeling that 
it would be too much for me to 
ste a man die in the “chair.” I 
prayed, asking God to guide me 
definitely about the matter. We 
went to Dothan on Sunday night 
and I prayed all week for guidance. 
He was to die on Friday. In the 


radio station, as I appealed to the- 


people to pray for this condemned 
man, the large second hand of the 
clock was ticking off the seconds 
of precious life that remained for 
him. to live. He must die in a mat- 
ter of a few hours. 


When I went back to my hotel 
room, and asked God to tell me 
what I should do, there came to 
my mind this word of the Lord Je- 
sus, “I was in prison and you visit- 
ed me.” I felt He would have me 
go. I’m glad I went. There were

est need. How I thank God for two 
Christian men from Augusta, Geor- 
gia, who were with him all night. 
God will certainly bless them for 
their faithfulness in this terrible 
experience. : 

My singer and I left at 2:30 in 
the morning and arrived at the 
prison about 9:30; he died at 11: 
10. The warden, of course, let us 
in and we were taken by elevator 
to the fifth floor where, right in 
front of us, we saw the electric 
chair. As we turned to the right, 
we saw five death cells. Three of 
them were occupied. Mr. Coates 
was in cell No, 1, He had been liv- 
ing in that little cell for long, 
weary months, with the sentence 
of death hanging over his head. We 
walked in and he came up to the 
bars. We shook hands. He seemed 
very nervous. 


He asked us to sing. We did, 
with cracked voices. Then, Mr. 
Heard sang for him “Home Sweet 
Home,” that old blessed song about 
Heaven, and never did he have a 
more appreciative audience. When 
he was through, Coates said, “You 
don’t know how good the Scrip- 
tures and those songs sound to me 
now.” 

Then he asked us to pray. He 
stuck his hands through the bars 
and we made a prayer-chain. There 
were three condemned men, a jail- 
er, and four of us visitors in that 
prayer meeting. We cried to God 
for grace to help him through. 

Then a jailer came in with the 
mail and a newspaper — the last 
mail and paper he would ever read 
on this earth. He excused himself 
and began nervously to read his 
mail. When-he was through, he 
asked if another friend had come, 
and when he learned he had not, 
he went to that tiny cell window — 
and looked out to see if his car had 
arrived. 


Then the warden came and said 
to him, “Are you ready, son?” I 
shall never forget his reply. He 
said, “I don’t want to die, Captain, 
but if I must, I’m ready. I hope 


time comes.” Then I heard from 
the lips of the warden one of the 
greatest testimonies I have ever 
heard given to the faith of any 
man. The.warden said, ‘“When you 
came to this prison, you were the 
hardest man I had ever seen in 
many years of ‘prison work.-You 
wouldn’t even talk to a preacher. 
But in thé last nine months you 
have changed greatly and I believe 
you are ready.” There were tears 
in the warden’s eyes when he said 
this. 3 
Then the warden said, “Have you 
made any provision about your | 
body? What do you want done . =~ 
with it?” It seemed such a terrible 
thing to ask a man about to be 
killed what disposition he wanted 
of his body. Coates replied, “I ~—

“You have not received the Spirit 
of bondage again to fear; but ye 
have received the Spirit of adop- 
tion, whereby we cry, Abba, Fa- 
ther.” “The Spirit itself beareth 
witness with out spirit that we are 
the children of God.” Hear it! If 
there ever has been any question 
in your heart and in your mind 
about this truth write up above ev- 
erything in your life those words, 
“We have not received the spirit of 
bondage again to-fear, but we have 
received the spirit of adoption.” 
We are God’s’ children. He has 
brought us out of darkness into 
light, washed usin His own blood, 
redeemed us by the sacrifice of 
His Son.

Write it above everything in your 
life — God is my Father; I am His 
_ child. Now if that relationship ex- 
’ ists between you and God and you 
know that you have passed from 
death unto life, write up above all 
and underneath all—God is my Fa- 
ther and I am His child. That is 
e reason Jesus taught His dis- 
ciples, when they came to Him and 
asked Him to teach them how to 
pray, to say “Our Father,” for the 
whole scheme of redemption—life

2. We Know Because The Holy 


Spirit Makes Intercession For Us. 
We are so short-sighted, so finite, 


so weak, so frail and our insight} 


into things is so limited that God 
says that when distress and sor- 
rows come; when we are grcping 
in the dark “we know not what we 
should pray for as we ought.” But 
thank God there is a divine person 
with all power and wisdom, love 
and tenderness, mercy and grace— 
God Himself in the person of the 
Holy Spirit, dwelling in the heart 
of the believer ‘who maketh inter- 
cession for us with groanings that 
cannot be uttered.” How many 
times have I wished that I could 
plumb the depths of the meaning 
of the words “intercession with 
groanings that cannot be uttered.” 
It means that when no words can 
be found and no language can ex- 
press the yearnings and the need 
of the human heart the Holy Spirit 
with groanings to God is making 
intercession for the child of God. 
Our Lord taught that. the Holy 
Spirit is a divine person and that 
He would be sent to be a paraclete 
or one called along-side to help. 
Now, there is such a divine person 
who stands beside me, who loves 
me more than my own precious 
little gray-headed mother; there is 
One who stands by: me even though 
that mother should forsake me and 
turn her back on me. If that moth- 
er should turn against me and for- 
sake me; should cease to love me 
and pray for me, there is One 
standing by who ‘will never fail, 
who makes intercession for the 
child of God day and night. When 
I come to pray I don’t know many 
times what is best; I don’t know 
what to ask God for. But He knows 
what I need. Yes, God says that be- 
fore I ask, He knows what I have 
need of. When I-cry out of the, 
depths of sorrow and the trials of 
life, He takes my heart’s cry and 
interprets it to the Father in terms 
of my need. He is making interces- 
sion for me according to the will 
of God, that God’s will and God’s 

purpose might be wrought in it 
all. If that be so, all things must 
“work together for good to them 
that love God.” 

3. We Know Because of The Fore- 


knowledge of God. 

“For,” there Is the key to it. 
That is the reason we know. What 
is it Paul? “For whom he did fore- 
know, he also did predestinate to 
be conformed to the image of His 
Son.” Some people are afraid of 
the doctrine of foreordination. I 
have never been afraid of it; I 
love it as I love no other doctrine 
in the Bible. What is foreordina- 
tion? What is predestination ?. They 
are only God’s eternal purpose 
based upon His foreknowledge. 
“Whom.He did foreknow.” Thank 
God He knows all about us. Thank 
God, I can say like Job, when his 
friends misunderstood, ‘misjudged 
and accused him falsely; when his 
wife turned against him and he 
looked up into the face of God and 
said, ‘Behold my witness is in heav- 
en; my record is on high.” Job 
meant, “God knows all about me 
—knows my heart, my intentions, 
my motives. You have misunder- 
stood and misjudged, but my wit- 
ness is yonder in heaven. There 
stands God looking down upon me, 
and He knows all about it.” That 
is what the foreknowledge of God 
means—that from the he 
God knew the end. He knows. every 


step I must take. He knows every 
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fight. God knows all about my ev- 
ery need | ay hour of my life, } 


I don’t criow what life holds for 
me tomorrow. I don’t know what 
next week will bring. I don’t 
know what next year holds 
for me. Tomorrow may see my 
heart broken into a million pieces. 
For man, as long as he lives in 
this world, is a victim of sorrow 
and suffering. This old world is not 
a friend to Christ, nor is it a friend 
to God’s people. This world has 
nothing to offer the people of God 
that is worth while. It would take 
everyone of God’s children and 
crush their. hearts and trample 
them down to where they would 
never arise again if it could. I do 
not know ' what tomorrow may 
bring, friend, but I do know one 
thing—my Father knows the road 
I must go. 

My Father knows every tear that 
shall fall. My Father knows every 
battle I must fight, every foe I 
must face. My Father has prepared 
for it and nothing will ever take 
Him by surprise. He is ready with 
His grace and mercy for every 
emergency ahead, Yes, God knows, 
and I am His child, redeemed by 
His precious blood. Therefore, I 
can say, “I know that all things 
work together for good to them 
that love God.” 


4. We Know Because God ls 
| For Us. 


Pau! said, “If God. be for us, 
who can be against us?” Yes, He 
is for us. Let the devil do his 
worst; Let wicked men do their 
worst; let the poison arrows of Sa- 
tan be shot at us from every side; 
let gossiping tongues turn loose 
upon the child of God; let the dev- 
il turn all his cohorts upon us, 
God is for us, and it. doesn’t make 
any difference who shall be against 
us. Let the whole world rise up 
against the child of God, God is 
for His child. God has proven it 
through the ages. Listen to His 
word. “Fear thou not; for I am 
‘with thee: be not dismayed; for I 
am thy God: I will strengthen thee; 
yea, I will help thee: yea, I wil. 
upheld thee with the right hand 
of my. righteousness. Behold, all 
they that were incensed against 
thee shall be ashamed and con- 
founded: they shall be as nothing; 
and they that strive with thee shall 
perish.” God said it and God meant 
it. 

Listen again to His word: ‘Fear 
not: for I have redeemed thee, I 
have called thee by thy name; thou 
art mine. When thou _ passest 
through the waters, I will be with 
thee; and through therivers, they 
shall not overflow thee: when thou 
walkest through the fire, thou shalt 
not be burned; neither shall the 
flame kindle upon thee. For I am 
thy God, the Holy One of Israel, 
thy Saviour.” Yes God is for us; 
He has proven it. And when God is 
with His child, God and one make 
a majority, sufficient for victory in 
everything. 

When Deniel was thrown into 
the lions den the power of the whole 
nation of Babylon, the mightiest 
nation on earth, was against him. 
When they cast him into the lions 
den he had no chance to get out. 
But there was a chance for God 
to get in, and God did get in and 
stand by His servant that night. 
Hear his words from that lions den 
next morning, “My God hath sent 
his angel and hath shut the lions 
mouths, that they have not hurt 
me.” Yes, God is for us, so “‘Who 
can be against us?”

children, Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abednego, when they were cast in- 
to the fiery furnace, heated seven- 
times hot—so hot that men thought 
in the twinkling of an eye these 
young Jews would be consumed to 
nothing. But to the people’s utter 
amazement they were not hurt. 
The king in astonishment - said, 
“Did not we cast three men bound 
into the midst of the fire? Lo, I 
see four men loose, walking in the 
midst of the fire, and they have 
no hurt; and the form of the fourth 
is like the Son of God.”

His Son For Us. 


Listen again! “He that spared not 
his own Son, but delivered him up 
for us all, how shall he not. with 
him also freely give us all things?” 
Look with me now into Gethse- 
mane’s garden. See Him on His 
face as, “being in an agony He 
prayed more earnestly; and His 
Sweat was as it were great drops 
of ‘blood falling down to _ the 
ground.” That bloody sweat, that 
heart break is God offering up His 
Son, His only Son for us. It is God 
offering the dearest treasure of His 
heart and life; offering His all for 
us. ; 

God with me into Pilate’s judg- 
ment hall. See the crown of thorns 
pressed on His brows. See the 
bilved as it streams down His prec- 
ious lovely face. See them bare 
His back to the smiter.

around the cross. See Him as his 
soul is being made an offering for 
sin and say to yourself, “If God 
spared not His own Son, but de- 
livered Him up for us all, how shall 
he not with him also freely give 
us all things?” If God went that 
length to redeem us from sin; If 
God loved us that much when we 
were in sin, surely we can confi- 
dentiy say, “We know that all 
things work together for good to 
them that love God?” 

But look again at that One on 
the cross; see the midnight dark- 
ness and hear the cry that comes 
out of that horrible darkness—so 
horrible that men bow their heads 
in awe and heat their breasts. Hear 
that heartbroken cry! ‘My God, My 
God, why hast thou forsaken me?” 
Then remember that “He hath 
made him to be sin for us, who 
knew no sin; that we might be 
made the righteousness of God in 
him.” Then ask yourself the ques- 
tion, “If God spared not his own 
Son but delivered him up for us’’— 
let Him dip His soul in the drégs 
of Hell; let him make His soul an 
offering for sin; let Him taste death 
for us, forsaken of God, despised 
of men, hounded by the hosts of 
Hell—then ask yourself this ques- 
tion, “Can’t I trust God for the 
rest? Can’t I believe that God will 
not withhold anyhing I need?” But 
that isn’t all. 


6. We Know Because Christ Makes 


Intercession For Us. 

Hear it! “Who is he that con- 
demneth? It is Christ that died, 
yea rather, that is risen again, who 
is even at the right hand of God, 
who also maketh intercession for 
us.” When we grope our way in 
the dark amidst our ignorance, 
limitations, and finiteness, yonder 
at the right hand- of God, making 
intercession for us is the Son of 


God who died for our sins; the Son 


of God who said, “Let there “be,” 
and the worlds-sprang’ into being, 
who knows every temptation I must 
meet—knows all about it because 
He has gone through it — who 
knows what it was to be misunder- 
stood; who knows what it was to 
be persecuted; who tasted every 
bitterness, experienced every trial 
and suffered every heartache that 
I must suffer. He is our great high 
priest, “who also maketh interces- 
i sion for us.” “Bor we have not an 


Se 


high priest which cannot be touched 
with the feeling of our infirmities; 
but was in all points tempted like 
as we are, yet without sin.” He un- 
derstands perfectly because he has 
gone through it all and fought our 
every battle out to victory. Surely, 
with Him there at the right hand 
of God making intercession for us, 
we can confidently say, ‘““We know 
that all ‘things work together for 
good to them that love God.” But 
that isn’t all. 


7. We Know Because, His. Love 
Holds Us Eternally Secure. 


Listen again! “Who shall separ- 
ate us from the love of Christ? 
Shall tribulation, or distress, or 


persecution, or famine, or naked- 


ness, or peril or sword ?”’ Who shall 
separate us from that love that 
knows no limit; that love that is 
deeper than the depths of sin; that 
love that is an “anchor to the soul, 
both sure and stedfast, and which 
entereth into that within the veil.” 
That love holds onto us to the end. 
It is not our holding on to Christ 
with our puny grip that makes 
us secure, but that love reach- 
ing down from heaven -holds 
the feeble hand of \God’s child, 
and that love will not let us go. 

I love that song, ‘‘O- Love that 
will not let me go.’”’ George Mathe- 
son, who wrote the song was in 
love with a beautiful girl and they 
were engaged to be married. All 
of a sudden some trouble developed 
with his eyes. He went to a spec- 
ialist to have his. eyes examined, 
and the Dr. said, “George, you will 
be totally blind in a few months 
time.” He thought of his sweet- 
heart, his fiance, and went to her 
immediately because she was dear- 
er to him than all of life outside 
of God. When he got there he 


thought, “I must release her from 


her promise to marry me.” He told 
her the story and offered to release 
her, all the time hoping in his 
heart that she would say, “George, 
I love you enough to go with you 
through the years in your blind- 
ness or whatever life may hold.’ 
But when he told her the story she 
broke the engagement. He got up 
and staggered home with a broken 
heart and\sat down in the loneli- 
ness of his room that night with 
desolate heart and soul and looked 
out on life with the shattering of 
all the hopes that had been his, 
forsaken by one he loved more than 
his own life. He picked up his pen- 
cil and wrote the song, “O, love 
that will not let me go.” There is 
| One that will hold on. There is One 


whose love cannot be affected by’ 


blindness; whose love cannot be al- 
tered by human frailties and hu- 
man weakness. He will not let us 
go. “For I am persuaded that nei- 
ther death, nor life; nor angels, 
nor principalities, nor powers, nor 
things present, nor things to come, 
nor height, nor depth, nor any oth- 
er creature, shall be able to separ- 
ate us from the love of God, which 
is in Christ Jesus our. Lord.” 
Therefore we can stay with ut- 
most confidence, without any fal- 
tering, without any shadow of mis- 
giving, “We know that-all things 
work together for good to them 
that love God, to them who are the 
called according to His purpose.” 
What a foundation! What a rock 
of Gibralter! What a beacon light! 
What an anchor to the soul! 
Surely we realize that all things 
must work together for our good 
and for His glory. We are not 
creatures of chance and our lives 
are not governed by a blind fate. 
We are the children of God, and 
an all-wise Providence is guiding 
the course of our lives. Since we 
are the children of God, “and if 
children, then heirs, heirs of God, 
and joint-heirs with Christ,” since 
we have been délivered forever 
from condemnation, for “there is 
therefore now, no condemnation to 
them which are in Christ Jesus;” 
since the Holy Spirit and the risen 
glorified Lord, two-divine persons, 
‘are making intercession for us day 
and night; since our lives are un- 
dergirded by the eternal purpose 
of an omnipotent God who. fore- 
knows every step of the way; since 
the eternal God is for us and has 
guaranteed the supply of all our 
needs in that He withheld not His 
own Son, but delivered Him up for 
us; and since the inexhaustable un- 
failing love of Christ holds us with 
such a grip that nothing shall be 
able to separate us from it, and 
we are assured that through Him 
we are more than conquerors in 


all things, surely we must know 


that all things must work together 
for good to them that love God. 


Halleluiah for such a salvation, and

But if we reverently 
study these Scriptures with open 
hearts, the Holy Spirit will surely 
show us how to have a Pentecostal 
revival. 


Pentecost Was ''A Specimen Day, 
: A Model Revival 


Our carnal natures have a wicked 
and perverse way of centering on the 
form in_ spiritual matters, and 
largely ignoring the substance. 
Some churches make much of bap- 
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tism, who never preach “ye must 
be born again.” Our Catholic 
friends make much of the mass, 
the Lord’s Supper, and then pray 
to. Mary instead of to Jesus, and 
rely on the church and its works 
for saivation instead of offering 
salvation by the blood of Christ 
received by individuals in simple 
faith! I say, the carnal human na- 
ture makes*much of form. but for- 
gets the spiritual substance. 


So Easter Sunday is celebrated 
around the world by millions who 
do not know a resurrected Christ, 
and it :is make a matter of spring 
hats and cantatas and rabbits and 
Easter eggs. Christmas is celebra- 
ted more and more, but instead of 
turning hearts to God’s Christmas 
gift, the dear Lord Jesus, it is 
made a matter of commerce and 
revelry, a holiday instead of a ho- 
ly day. 


This same perverseness has 
robbed the churches of the true 
meaning of Pentecost. Only. the 
most formal liturgical churches, 
which never have a revival, remem- 
*berPentecost in the church calen- 
dar, and the most fundamental and 
evangelical Christians usually think 
of Pentecost only as the start of 
a new dispensation or as the birth- 
day of the church; as a startling 
phenomenon they think can never 
be repeated. And fanatical cults 
who make much of Pentecost have 
far more to say about the ‘tongues,’ 
(which they misinterpret) than 
they do about the marvelous power 
that saved three thousand souls in 
one day! 


Oh, dear reader, throw away the 
hodge-podge of ideas you may have 
inherited about Pentecost and turn 
again to study God’s_record of what 
happened there. Then you will see 
that Pentecost was, above all else, 
simply a mighty revival, a model 
for all revivals. 


Evangelist D. L, Mood, ina 
great revival campaign in “Boston, 


that he had once considered Pen- 
tecost as a never-to-be-repeated 
day, but added, “Now I have come 
to believe that Pentecost was sim- 
ply a specimen day’ and said he 
believed that the great essentials 
of that revival can be repeated over 
and over again whenever God’s peo- 
ple meet God’s requirements. 


If you read the account again in 
the last chapter of Luke, where the 
instructions were given by the Sav- 
iour to His disciples that they were 
to tarry in Jerusalem until the 
|} power was endued from on high 
before they began their world-wide 
tours; if you read in the first chap- 
ter of Acts where these instruc- 
tions were repeated; if you read 


‘| the second chapter of Acts where 


the marvelous revival at Pentecost 
is described, you will.certainly find 
that what God is talking about 
above everything else is simply A 
REVIVAL! The birthday of the 
church, is not even mentioned 
(many of us think it did not even 
happen just then). The beginning 
of a new dispensation.is not even 
mentioned (I believe that whatever 
change there was, dispensationally, 
began at the resurrection of 
Christ). The emphasis in the Bible 
is not on the speaking in foreign 
languages, is not on the cyclonic 
wind, and not on the tongues of 
fire that sat on the people.

Revivals Like Pentecost Can Be 


Had Today 


I do not mean that today we 
should be concerned about the mir- 
acle of being able to talk in foreign 
languages. That was an incidental 
miracle. Jesus did not even mention 
that that would happen when he 
gave His instructions in Luke 24: 
49 and again in Acts 1:4-8. And 
if we do not need to speak in for- 
eign languages, certainly any fool- 
ish and unscriptural jabber in 
tongues that are unknown to any 
present would not make a revival 
like Pentecost. 


. Remember that Jesus did not 
even mention ahead of time that 
cyclonic wind, the sound of which 
filled the whole house, when the 
Holy Spirit came upon them. He 
did not even refer to the fact that 
tongues like as of fire would sit! 
upon them, visible to all. Those 
were incidental miracles. They were 
not the main thing. They were hot 
usually repeated in the other great 
revivals that soon followed in. Je- 
rusalem, in Samaria, and in Paul’s 
missionary journeys. 


Outward manifestations vary 
from time to time in individual cas- 
es.

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companied by miracles of healing, 
Some are not. In some of my re- 
vivals a number of people have 
been stricken suddenly dead, after 
solemn warning; in others. there 
were no such physical manifesta- 
tions. So when I say that revivals 
like that at Pentecost may be had 
today I am not discussing outward 
physical manifestations. I am dis- 
cussing the reviving of God’s people, 
the coming of flood-tides of God’s 
power upon the saints, en- 
dueing them for soul-winning. I am 
discussing the arousing: of sinners 
when they are convicted oftheir 
sins, when they are compelled to 
repent and seek God, and when 
great numbers of hardened sinners 
are saved and their lives trafis- 
formed. And these latter gracious 
results are possible today in great 
revivals. 


The Scriptures referring to Pen- 
tecost plainly show that such re- 
vivals were to continue or recur 
* throughout the age. 


1. First, the premise of Pente- 
cost was given in connection with 
the great commission, which is for 
the whole age. In Luke 24:47-49, 
Jesus said, “And that repentance 
and remission of sins should be 
preached in his name among all 
nations, beginning at Jerusalem. 
And ye are witnesses of these 
things. And, behold, I- send . the 
promise of my father upon you: 
but tarry ye in the ity of Jeru- 
salem, until ye be endued with pow- 
er from on high.” 


Repentance and remission of sins 
were to be preached among all 
nations and that which happened 
in Jerusalem was only to be the 
beginning. They were to set out 
to carry the gospel to all the world. 
They were to wait on God for the 
power to win souls, They did wait 
and the. power came upon them at 
Pentecost and the blessed revival 
there resulted. 


But we, just as truly. as those 
apostles and disciples, are commis- 
sioned to take the gospel to every 
creature, to all nations, ‘‘even unto 
the end of the world.” (Matthew 
28:19, 20.) Obviously, if we are to 
do the same work the disciples did, 
we are to have the same power. 
Obviously we are to get it just 
like they got it. If the great com- 
mission could be fulfilled by the 
disciples only in revivals like Pen- 
tecost, then the same great com- 
mission can be completely fulfilled 
by us only in similar revivals. 


2.Second, the results at Pentecost 
are n eeded today.” At Pentecost 
“then they that gladly received his 
word were baptized: and the same 
day there were added unto them 
about three thousand souls.” Fol- 
lowing that we are told of the 
marvelous joy and fellowship of 
Christians, how they praised God, 
had favor with all the people, and 
“the Lord added tq the church dai- 


saving of great numbers of souls, 
such reviving of God’s church, such 
an authentication of the church be- 
fore the world, such a purging of 
the church in doctrine and life is 
certainly needed today. We had 
just as well admit that churches 
that do not have great revivals do 
not have these fruits so particularly 
needed. Only something like Pente- 
cost can bring the results which 
all devout Christians long for and 
which the commands of the Saviour 
frequire. Revivals like Pentecost 
ought to occur again. 


3.Third, the essentials of the Pen- 
tecostal revival are certainly com- 
manded us. For example, at Pen- 
tecost, ‘“‘they were all filled ag 
the Holy Ghost” (Acts 2:4). 
Acts 4: 31, later, again it is es 
of the disciples, “they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost.” Note the 
repetition of exactly the same 
identical words! That term “filled 
with the Holy Ghost” or “filled 
with the Spirit” is repeated many 
times in the New Testament; and 
in Ephesians 5:18 we -are plainly 
commanded, “Be filled with the 
Spirit.” If we are full of the Spirit 
as Christians then were full of 
the Spirit, will not the Holy Spirit 
bring the same revival results 
when we go out whole heartedly 
to win souls? 


4.At Pentecost the Holy Spirit 
was only the beginning of the ful-

led Peter to teach that Pentecost | 


come to pass in the last days, 
saith God, I will pour out of my 
Spirit upon all flesh: and your sons 
and your daughters shall prophesy, 
and your young men shall see vis- 
ions, and your old men shall dream 
dreams: And on my servants and on 
my handmaidens I will pour out in 
those days of my Spirit; and they 
shall prophesy.” At Pentecost they 
had simply the beginning of the 
great pouring out of the Holy Spirit 
which is promised forall these 
“last days.” Pentecost, the>-. was 
only the beginning, a model fcr 
later revivals and continued pour- 
ing out of the Spirit which shall 
not end till the greatest revival of _ 
all time when “all Israel shall be 
saved.” (Rom 11:26). 


5. Peter was led of the Holy 
Spirit to promise that the bless- 
ings of Pentecost could be repeated 
by all that God should ever cail. 
In Peter’s sermon at Pentecost he 
was led to say that if those Jews» 
would repent and be baptized they 
should “receive the gift of the Ho- 
ly Ghost.” He continued, “For the 
promise is unto you, and to your 
children, and to all that are afar 
off, even as many as the Lord our 
God shall call” (Acts 2:39). It 
could not be made plainer that the 
marvelous gift of the Holy Ghost 
as given at Pentecost, — that pow- 
er, that fulness, that soul-winning 
result — is promised not only to 
the Jews and their children . but 
“to all that are afar off,” all that 
God should ever call! The blessings 
of Pentecost are available to every 
person who ever has been or ever 
will be saved! The salvation pur- 
chased at Calvary is available for 
all sinners that God calls. Like- 
wise, the power manifested at Pen- 
tecost:is available for all who have 
been to Calvary, ‘even as many as 
the Lord our God shall call.’ 


Pentecost, then, was “a specimen 
day,’ as D. L. ‘Moody called it. 
Perhaps if men today believed that, 
like Moody did, they would see re- 
peated some of the same marve- 
lous results. 


If anyone says, “back to the 
great commission,” that § really 
means, “back to the power of Pen- 
tecost.”’ 


Other great revivals, as recorded 
in the Bible, were so akin to the 
revival at Pentecost, in causes, na- 
ture, and results, that they prove 
Pentecost was not entirely unique. 


The great revivals down through 
the centuries, specially those led 
by D, L. Moody, by Charles G. Fin- 
ney, by Dr. R. A. Torrey, by Dr. 
J. Wilbur Chapman and by Billy 
Sunday, were akin to Pentecost. 
They brought like blessings to 
Christians, like spiritual prosper- 
ity to the churches, and like con- 
viction and conversion for sinners. 
They proved that in the essential 
matters, the revival at Pentecost 
can be repeated. 


God’s love and grace are suffi- 
cient for such revivals today. The 
love of John 3:16 stil includes the 
whole world. There is sin every- 
where. Yes, but, thank God, 
“Where sin abounded, grace did 
much more abound” (Romans 5: 
20). God’s abounding grace is suf- 
ficient for revival, even in back- 
sliden churches and among aband- 
oned sinners and outrageous un- 
belief and wickedness. 

The Bible, God’s Word, is stin-~ 
the Sword of the Spirit. We have 
no more reason to be ashamed of 
the gospel than Paul, for “it is 
the power of God unto salvation 
to every one that believeth.” Who 
is there that will claim that the 
gospel has lost any of its power? 

The Holy Spirit still lives within 
God’s people. He longs to fill us, 
to overwhelm us, to endue us with 
power from on high. The same Ho- 
ly Spirit who brought the revival 
at Pentecost will work the same 
mighty works again, if He is al- 
lowed to fill God’s people, to bap- 
tize us, to overwhelnr us, to endue 
us with the supernatural power 
from on high as He did the disci- 
ples at Pentecost. 

God answers prayer the same as 
He ever did. The Lord’s arm is not 
shortened and His ear is not heavy.
